5. (Currently Amended) A method of customising a Portable Customisable data 
Filter and Interface (PCFM comprising a programmable smartcard providing a user 
interface including spatially distributed user selectable icons made visible on a surface 
of the smartcard, wherein the user selectable icons are operable using a smartcard 
reader into which the smartcard is inserted, wherein the reader has a touch screen 
adapted to allow user viewing and selection of said icons of the inserted smartcard. the 
PCFI being adapted to reduce a database search space; the method comprising the 
steps of: 

interfacing a customising system to the PCFI using said smartcard reader; 
identifying in user interaction with the touch screen of the smartcard reader into 
which the PCFI has been inserted, an icon selected bv a user on the inserted 
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smartcard. said selected icon being associated with a corresponding user instruction: 
and 

programming the PCFI by means of said user instruction being input to the 
customising system using the user interface of the PCFI.
